Terrible Bncounter on the Sound | 
with Shepley and Brown.—U. 
S. Officers Follow them 
for Arrest. 


The Seattle Dispatch relates the following 
interesting but tragic occurrence: — 


Escoostser wits Desrekapors.—On Mon- 
day night Theodore 0. Williams, Sheriff of 
Kitsap county, with a posse of five men went 
to Eagle Harbor, about nine miles from this 
place, for the purpose of capturing Wm. 
Rrown and Frank Shepley, for whom the au- 


‘thoritves of British lumbia have offered a 


reward of $250, and who for the past year 
have been committing outrages and robberies 
oo the Sound and in British Columbia. The 
Sberiff_ reached the Harbor about 2 o’clock 
Tuesday Morning. They found the robbers 
with two cloochmen in a shanty which they 
surrounded and waited until daylight. About 
six o’clock Brown made bis appearance with 
a gua io bis hand. One of the Sheriff's party 
commanded him to surrender. Brown re- 
fused and drew op his gun to fire, when the 
Sheriff's party fired. The ball touk effect, 
as-one of the cloochmen afterwards informed 
the Sheriff. Brown then took refuge in the 
house... The Sheriff's party were not strong 
enough to surround the house and the rob- 
bers escaped by way of the chimoey and took 
to the woods. The Sheriff and three of bis 
party then started for Port Blakeley, and Mr. 
Robt. Impitt went by another trai! on which 
be met Sbepley,.who fired several shots, two 
of which took effect on Mr. Impitt, one in the 
sboulder and the other inthe arm. Mr. Im- 
pitt returned the fire and thinks he struck 
the desperado, who took to the brush. Owing 
to the thickness of the brush he made bis 
escape; although both robbers ate supposed 
to be badly wounded. The people of Port 
Blakely offer a reward of $300 for th»m dead 
oralive, A part of the Sheriff's party are 
stillin pursuit and hope to capture them, 
Mr. Impitt was brought over to. this city on 
Tuesday aud had his wounds dressed by Dr. 
Maynard, aod although (bey were oot danger 
ous ore quite severe. 


Farther from the Olympia 7ribune of Wed- 
nesday : 


From Mr. Thorndyke, who re:urn-d this 
morning on the steamer from Seattic, we ob 
tain a turilling account of the latest adven 
tures of the Puget Suund pirates, Shepley, 
Browa, wud « third mao unkaown. Their 
appearance bas given rise to cousiderable 
excitement, not uomingled ‘with alarm, 
among people living in exposed positions oa 
the Suuad. 

Ou Monday morning these men suddenly 
appeared at Port Madison, armed to the teeth, 
each with two revolvers and other weapons. 
They were on foot, having arrived at the 
place by land, Buldly entering Meigs & 
Gawley's store, they called for such goods as 
they wanted. When served with all they re- 
qtired, they displayed their pistols in o 
threatening manner, stated their names and 
character, and, cautioning persons against 
following them, took their departure The 
pitates were, however, tracked to a deserted 
cabin in Eagle Harbor, about one mile from 
Port Blakely, in whieh they had quartered 
themeelves temporarily. A party of six per~ 
sons, headed by Sheriff Williams, of Kitsap 
county, aod Mr. Primroge, of Port Madison, 
soon after proceeded to the cabiu in question, 
whieh they quietly surrounded, tnking shel - 
ter in the brush and timber. Shortly after 
their arrival, Shepley issued trom the cabin 
with a guo to take @ walk, but had not gone 
far when be met one cf the men on guard. 
Presenting bis gun, the guard ealled upon 
Shepley to surrender, wherenpon the latter 
instantly fired upon the guard, who retarned 
the fire, neither shot taking effect. Shepley 
then turned about to ré-enter the cabin, when 
Primrose fired at him with a riffe, the ball 
from which is believed tu buve entered Shep 
ley's side. The pirate fell across the thresh 
hold, whence be was drawn inside by hie 
compauipns and the door closed. (On both 
sides a number of other shots were fired 
while Shepley was returning to the cabin, 
witbout result, A messenger was now dis- 
patched by the besiegers to Port Blakely for 
reintorcements; the balance of the par'y re- 
maining to watch the pirates, whose boat was 
in sight on the beach, but which the latter 
were afraid to enter because of the ambus- 
cade. 

Atan early bour yesterday morning the 
pirates emerged from the rear of the cabin 
and took to the brusli, but not unobserved 
by the men'on guard who, notil reinforced 
were too few in number to make an open at~- 
tack. The latter were stationed on two 
trails, on one of which aman on guard soon 
enevuntered Brown one of the pirates, upon 
whom he called te surrender. The guards 
and pirate then. fired almost simultan ously 
one of the shots only takiag effect; the former 
received a namber of bucksbot,in the arm, 
sbo'der aad side. The pirates now dis- 
appeared in the brush, still closely tracked by 
the Sheriff's little party, who, with-an eddi- 
tion to their number, at last acconnts hed cut 
off every avenue of escape, and hourly ex- 

to capture or- kill the desperadoes, 
eanwhile the wounded guard (whose name 
we didnot learn) was conveyed to Seattle for 
medical treatment. We understand bis 
wounds are not dangerous. 

We await with much interest farther de- 
velopments, which will doubtless come to 
hand by the next steamer from below. It is 
to be boped that these miscreants will not es- 
cape, to prey upon unprotected people on the 
Sound, but that they will be either shot down 
or captured,

BASTERN STATES. 


Savannan, Jaly 30—The day was opened 
by continued attempts on the part of the 
negroes to ride in cars intended for the 
whites. Several negroes had been ejected by 
white men, aod later in the afternoon two 
negroes were expelled from the cars; the 
excitement increased towards night, thou- 
sands of negroes lined the:streets, and many 
white people were also out, About eight 
o'clock a.car was fired into by negroes, and 
the white men in the car returned the Gre; 
every car that pasued after that was fired into, 
and the firing along the road became general 
for about an hour, negroes shooting io all 
directions. About 11 o'clock two ladies and 
two children were shot by rioting negroes 
while standing on the door steps of their own 
houses. The police were armed with muss, 
‘kets and ordered out by the Mayor, but the 
cars stopped running and the demonstration 
ceased, To-day everything is quiet ; three 
young men have been arrested charged with 
ejecting negroes from the cars. Their cases 
are postponed by the United States Com- 
missioners, until Thursday. The following 
is a list of cusualities: Mrs. Barber, a buck- 
shot wound in the breast ; two children shot 
in the body; and one in the temple; Moses 
Cobn shot in the stomach; two children 
slightly wounded; F. 8. Edgar shot ia the 
wrist; Henry Suboits shot in the foot; and 
several negroes wounded, but none killed. 

Later—Ia the riot at the Grant meeting 
several were stabbed and beaten with clubs; 
the Mayor has issued a proclamation ordering 
all to assist in keeping the peace. 

Cuevevaxn, Ohio, July 30—The Germania 
for five yearsa promivent German Democratic 
paper in this eity ; in fact the widest German 
paper -bere, has hauled down the Greeley 
Brown ticket to-day, and announced its inten- 
tion to advotate the election of Grant. This 
change bas ‘created much excitement in 
Democratic circles, and several German 
Democrats bave threatened its editor with 
personal violence; but so far nothing has 
grown oat of it. 

New Reon, July 30—The fire ut Hunters 
Point appears to bave commenced in a canal 
boat ; itis stillraging. The flames commu- 
nicated with the Standard Oil Works, which 
had a million barrels of ojl stored, and soon 
raged extensively. It is reported that a 
woman and child oo the canal boat were 
barned to death. Two of the Williamsburg 
ferry boats are also reported burned. There 
is a perfect panic among the people at Hun- 
ter’s Point ; houses are deserted ; the efforis 
of the Fire Department seems unavailing ; all 
the cars on the Flushing Railroad have been 
removed ; the loss is enormous.
